It was bro ught o ut that Caven had 
been much in the so ciety o f a c e r ­ 
tain m arried wo man, who se husband 
had applied fo r a divo rce o n a c ­ 
co unt o f the intimacy. 
A m an was 
emplo yed to watch 
the pair and o btain co nclusive evi­ 
dence and at the same time w'o und 
Caven slightly,

wo o ds until night. 
H e was travel­ 
ing

when last seen and was bareheaded. 
Frank Huffman has a reco rd as a

Springfield Leader, where he was 
preparing to ho ld up a train o n the 
Gulf ro ad.
